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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that there is no mention of 
integrated testing of source code through a design surface in Dye and there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Dye with the 
other cited prior art. 

In response, Coad discloses a source code editor operable to edit a source code module and a graphical design surface operable to 
display a graphical object representing actual source code of the source code module (e.g., Figure 2, ref no. 208 and related text; Figure 
13 and related text). Although Coad does not explicitly teach providing integrated testing of the source code module, integrated testing 
is well known. Dye teaches integrated testing to test programs in the development environment (par 0012). The modification would be 
obvious because one having ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to test source code to find errors as suggested by Dye..
